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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


July 31, 1984 


General revenue receipts for the first month of Fiscal Year 1985 showed a 
hefty increase over the same period last year. 

Receipts for July totalled $169,693,227 as compared to $126,633,398 for the 
previous year. This is a 34 percent increase. 

The increase was expected due to changes in collection schedules within the 
past 12 months. These adjustments will work in the opposite direction next month 
returning the receipts to a more normal growth range. 

July is historically one of the lowest months for general revenue collections 
and there’s no reason to believe differently this year. Considering the low collec- 
tions, a 34 percent increase will not have a substantial effect on the year-end 
numbers. 

Corporate income taxes, which showed the largest percentage increase in 
Fiscal Year 1983, dropped nearly five percent below the figures from July 1983. 
Total collections in this category were $6,898,627, down from $7,255,060 a year 
ago. 

Showing the largest percentage increase was the Sales and Use Taxes cate- 
gory with a 60.7 percent increase. Total collections were $67,440,743 as compared 
to $41,980,728 from last July. 

Individual income taxes showed an increase of 27.3 percent with collections of 
$75,013,718 as compared to $58,946,003 from the previous year. 

The All Other Sources category show collections of $20,340,139 as compared 
to $18,451,607 for an increase of 10.2 percent.
